The firſt thing that preſented it ſelfe to the eye, 
was the Ornament that went about the Scene: 
in the middeſt of which, was placed a great 
Armes of the Kings, with Angels holding 
an Emperiall Crowne, from which hung a 
Drapery, of crimſon Velver, fringed with gold, 
tackt in ſeyerall knotts, that on each-fide, with 


many folds, was wound about a Pillaſter, in the 
freeze,

freeze,were feſtones of {everall fruites in their na« 
turall colours, on which, in gratious poſtures lay 
Children ſleeping ; at each end was a double 
ſheild , with a Gorgons head, and at the foot of

; the one young, ina watchet Robe looking vp- 

wards, andon her head, a paire of Compaſles of 
gold, the poynts ſtanding towards Heaven : the 
other more ancient, and of a venerable aſpe&,ap- 
parreled in tawyney, looking downewards; in the 
one hand a long ruler , and in the other, agreat 
paire of iron Compaſſes, one poynt whereof, 
ſtood on the ground , and theother touched part 
of the ruler. Above their heads, were fixt,comper- 
timents ofa new compoſition , and in that over 
the farſt,vvas writcen T heorica,and over the ſecond 
Praftica, ſhewing that by theſe two , all works 
\ of Archite&ture, and Ingining have their perſe- 
ion. The Curtaine being ſuddenly drawne vp, . 
the firſt Sceane appeared , which repreſented a. 
Romane Atrium , With high Collombs of white 
Marble, and ornaments of Architecture of a cotn«* 
poſed maner of great proiecture,cnricht with car. 
ving , and betweene every retorne of theſe Col- 
lombs, ſtood Statues of gold on round pedeſtals, 
and beyond theſe , were other peeces of Archis 
tecture of a Pallace royall. 
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Over all was a ſerene skie, out of which a 
cloude began to breake foorth, and as icCiſcen- 
ded, a perſon was diſcovered, fitting in it, which 
by his Peraſus and Caduceus, was knowne to be 
Mrcury,the meſſenger of Dove.
